Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  my  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  County  Borough  and  on  the  work  of  the  Health  and  Allied  Departments, 
for  the  year  1931. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  your  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  N. 
Gebbie,  was  appointed  to  a  similar  post  at  Kingston-upon-Hull,  leaving 
Stockport  at  the  end  of  October  last  year,  it  has  fallen  to  my  lot  to  write 
this  Report.  But  as  I  did  not  take  up  my  duties  till  after  the  close  of  the 
year  to  which  this  Report  relates,  my  position  has  been  simply  that  of 
Editor,  and  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  Dr.  Ratner  and  the  Staff 
of  the  Health  Department,  who,  of  necessity,  have  had  a  large  share  in 
its  compilation.  For  reasons  of  economy  and  for  the  reason  given  above, 
the  Report  has  been  kept  short,  and  fuller  details  on  many  subjects  will 
be  found  in  the  Report  for  1930,  which  was  in  the  nature  of  a  Survey  Report. 

The  year  in  question,  1931,  does  not  appear  to  have  been  exceptional, 
but  steady  progress  in  all  branches  of  the  Health  Department  has  been 
maintained.  There  is  no  doubt  that,  although  no  outstanding  achieve¬ 
ment  in  the  conquest  of  disease  can  be  instanced,  yet  as  year  succeeds 
year,  the  educative  processes  initiated  by  the  Health  Department  are 
bearing  fruit,  and  people  are  no  longer  satisfied  with  any  state  of  affairs 
known  to  be  incompatible  with  real  health.  The  old  Latin  tag  : 
“Sana  Mens  in  Sano  Corpore  ”  is  becoming  inverted,  and  the  healthy 
body  is  now  more  common  because  its  owner  has  become  more  healthily 
minded.

Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District, 

The  rivers  Goyt  and  Tame  unite  at  Tiviot  Dale  to  form  the  river  Mersey 
and  the  Borough  is  situated  on  both  the  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  sides 
of  this  river.  In  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Mersey  stands  the  old 
part  of  Stockport  around  which  there  has  grown  a  large  industrial  city. 
The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  Cotton  Spinning,  Weaving 
and  Doubling,  Hat  Manufacture,  Engineering,  Brewing,  Jam  Making, 
Confectionery  and  allied  trades. 

For  the  most  part  the  people  are  housed  in  dwellings  of  the  cottage 
type,  “  two  up  and  two  down,”  placed  in  long  rows.  Dwellings  of  this 
type  are  universal  in  the  industrial  areas  of  the  North  of  England  and 
are  the  result  of  the  rapid  rise  of  Industrialism  wdiich  occurred  some  sixty 
years  ago.  The  lack  of  adequate  town-planning  schemes  in  those  early 
days  of  the  town’s  growth  and  development  is  responsible  for  many  of 
the  defects  which  are  apparent  to-day.  In  the  older  parts  of  the  town 
factories  and  dwellinghouses  are  in  close  proximity  to  each  other  and  over 
the  central  area  of  the  town  there  hangs  a  cloud  of  smoke  from  industrial 
and  domestic  chimneys. 

Stockport,  however,  has  many  amenities.  It  is  well  provided  with 
residential  areas  and  with  open  spaces  and  playing  fields.  Its  facilities 
for  rail  and  road  transport  are  good.  Sites  are  available  for  new  works 
and  for  extension  of  existing  factories,  and  the  rates  levied  in  the  town 
are  comparatively  low. 

The  industries  of  the  area  are  so  many  and  varied  that  one  is  unable 
to  single  out  any  particular  industrial  process  as  having  a  marked  effect 
on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  as  a  whole. 

The  population  of  Stockport  at  the  1931  Census  was  125,505,  an  increase 
of  2,190  over  the  figure  for  the  Census  of  1921. 

The  increase  of  2,190  is  to  a  certain  extent  fictitious  as  the  Census  in 
1921  was  taken  on  19th  June,  when  some  residents  were  on  holiday, 
whereas  that  taken  in  1931  was  on  the  28th  April. 

I  he  population  at  the  middle  of  1931,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General,  is  126,600,  and  this  figure  has  been  used  in  calculating  the  various 
statistics  for  1931. 


(  I  am  of  opinion  that  this  figure  is  erroneous  as  it  will  be  noted  that  the 
Census  figure,  taken  in  June,  1931,  was  125,505,  and  that  the  deaths  in 
U31  out-numbered  the  births.  There  can  hardly  have  been  an  increase 
of  population  to  the  extent  of  1,095  as  suggested.

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The  area  of  the  Borough  is  7,059  acres,  and  the  density  of  population, 
as  calculated  on  the  estimate  of  the  total  population,  is  17.93  persons 
per  acre,  varying  from  91.30  in  St.  Thomas’s  Ward  to  8.34  in  Heaton 
Norris  North  Ward.

The  corrected  number  of  births  registered  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year  was  1,722,  of  which  865  were  males  and  857  females.

DEATH  RATE. 

It  will  be  noted  with  regret  that  the  death  rate  was  higher  than  the 
birth  rate,  an  occurrence  that  has  happened  only  once  before  in  the  history 
of  the  town,  namely  in  1929.  The  death  rate  was  13.85  per  1,000,  compared 
with  12.02  in  1930,  and  13.87  in  1929. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were  as  follow  : — 

Heart  Disease.  423  deaths  occurred  in  1931  from  this  cause,  compared 
with  386  in  1930.  This  is  chiefly  a  cause  of  death  in  elderly  people — 136 
cases  occurring  in  1931  in  persons  over  75  years  of  age,  and  351  in  persons 
over  55  years. 

One  fourth  of  the  total  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  this  cause,  a  death 
rate  of  3.32  per  1,000. 

Rheumatism  and  Rheumatic  Fever  play  no  small  part  in  this  heavy 
mortality.  Death  may  not  occur  during  the  height  of  the  illness,  but  the 
heart  is  damaged,  and  years  of  invalidism  and  suffering  ensue.  It  is 
highly  important  that  all  cases  of  “  growing  pains  ”  and  other  rheumatic 
manifestations  should  receive  further  investigation,  and  should  the  heart 
be  affected,  prolonged  rest  should  be  the  rule,  if  the  damage  is  to  be 
restricted  as  much  as  possible. 

Cancer.  Cancer  continues  to  exact  a  heavy  toll  in  human  suffering  and 
misery,  and  in  Stockport  in  1931,  211  deaths  were  ascribed  to  it.  Of  these 
211  fatal  cases,  99  were  males  and  112  females.  The  age  incidence  of  the 
cases  was  as  follows  : —

The  death-rate  from  Cancer  in  1931  was  1.6  per  thousand  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  as  compared  with  1.58  for  the  year  1930. 

Cancer  essentially  affects  individuals  beyond  middle-life  and  in  one 
or  other  of  its  many  forms  may  attack  almost  any  organ  of  the  body. 

In  spite  of  careful  scientific  investigation  and  painstaking  research 
conducted  in  many  lands  the  cause  of  Cancer  still  remains  obscure.  If 
detected  early  it  is  curable  by  surgical  measures,  but  in  what  is  often  at 
first  a  painless  disease  it  is  difficult  for  the  patient  to  realise  the  necessity 
for  surgical  aid. 
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From  time  to  time  circulars  are  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  whicl 
the  position  with  regard  to  research  work  into  the  cause,  etc.,  of  Cance: 
is  reviewed.  There  is  an  urgent  need  for  further  research  into  the  cause 
or  causes  of  Cancer,  into  its  effects  upon  human  life,  and  into  the  all  im 
port  ant  question  of  its  prevention  or  cure.  Funds  are  needed  for  this 
purpose  and  the  work  of  collecting  the  necessary  money  throughout  this 
area  has  been  undertaken  by  the  Lancashire,  Cheshire  and  North  Wales 
Council  of  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign. 

A  Local  Committee  has  been  formed  and  subscriptions  or  donations  wil 
be  thankfully  received  by  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  or  by  the  Borough 
Treasurer,  who  is  Honorary  Treasurer  to  the  Fund. 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia.  213  deaths  occurred  from  these  causes  ir 
1931,  compared  with  127  in  1930. 

Of  deaths  from  bronchitis,  69  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age 
and  90  in  persons  over  45  years  of  age,  compared  with  34  and  42,  respectively 
in  1930. 

Twenty-three  cases  of  pneumonia  in  children  under  one  year  of  age  were 
fatal. 

These  diseases  affect  the  extremes  of  life,  and  together  with  heart  disease 
and  influenza  were  responsible  for  a  large  portion  of  the  deaths  which! 
occurred  daring  1931,  and  which  were  additional  to  those  of  1930. 

In  1930  there  were  1,536  total  deaths — in  1931  there  were,  as  alreadv 
shown,  1,753— an  increase  of  217. 

Heart  disease  and  diseases  of  the  lungs  and  iufluenza  accounted  for  184 
more  deaths  in  1931  than  in  1930,  showing  obviously  where  the  increased 
mortality  occurred. 

Mortality  in  Different  Wards* 

The  Corrected  Nett  Death-rate  for  the  Borough  as  a  whole  was  13.85: 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  The  highest  Ward  Death-rate 
occurred  in  St.  Mary’s  Ward,  namely,  20.45,  whilst  the  lowest  was  recorded 
in  Heaviley  Ward  with  10.76. 

The  Zymotic  Death-rate  for  the  whole  Borough  was  0.27.  This  Rate 
is  calculated  on  the  number  of  deaths  from  the  following  diseases  : — Small¬ 
pox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup,  Whooping 
Cough,  Typhoid  Fever,  and  Diarrhoea,  and  the  total  number  of  deaths 
from  these  diseases  was  34. 

Phthisis  Death-rate.  The  Death-rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  ori 
consumption  of  the  lungs,  for  the  whole  of  the  Borough,  was  0.83  per  1,000 
of  the  population,  as  compared  with  0.59  for  1930,  and  the  total  number! 
of  deaths  recorded  was  105,  as  compared  with  76  for  1930,  105  for  1929, 

89  for  1928,  77  for  1927,  70  for  1926,  104  for  1925,  110  for  1924,  and  119 
for  1923. 

The  highest  Death-rate  occurred  in  Hempshaw  Lane  Ward,  namely> 
2.18  per  1,000  of  the  population.

The  Stockport  Water  Area  covers  about  88  square  miles  and  has  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  201,269.  The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  for  this  area 
during  1931  was  6,651,000  gallons.  The  water  was  analysed  at  intervals 
and  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.

No  legal  proceedings 
were  taken.

A.  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  greater  part  of  the  milk  supplied  to  Stockport  comes  from  farms  in 
Cheshire,  and  the  milk  is  generally  of  good  quality. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  secure  for  a  community  an  adequate: 
supply  of  pure  wholesale  milk,  which  is  one  of  the  staple  articles  of  diet,  , 
and  indispensable  for  invalids  and  young  children. 

Milk  forms  an  excellent  medium  for  the  growth  of  organisms  of  all  kinds, 
and  it  is  liable  to  contamination  by  disease -producing  germs.  Milk -borne 
epidemics  of  such  diseases  as  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever,  etc.,  are  wTell 
known.  Milk  is  liable  to  contamination  at  all  stages  from  the  cow  to  the 
consumer,  and  it  is  necessary  therefore,  for  scrupulous  cleanliness  to  be 
exercised  by  all  who  are  engaged  in  its  production,  storage,  transport  and 
distribution. 

The  farms  and  dairies  in  the  area  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and 
samples  of  milk  have  been  examined  chemically  and  bacteriologically  at 
regular  intervals. 

Sediment  Tests. 

69  Sediment  tests  have  been  carried  out  during  1931  and  the  results 
of  these  tests  are  communicated  to  the  farmer  or  dairyman  concerned. 

15  samples  of  milk  were  tested  for  Bacterial  Count,  B.Coli,  etc. 

Dairies,  Oowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders. 

Your  Inspector  has  made  239  visits  of  inspection  to  Farms  and  Dairies 
during  the  year  when  the  cattle  were  inspected  and  observations  as  to 
general  cleanliness  were  made.  Minor  repairs  to  drains,  ventilators,  etc., 
have  been  carried  out  in  several  instances. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915. 

133  samples  of  milk  have  been  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination, 
representing  the  mixed  milk  from  117  farms.  In  24  instances  the  samples 
contained  tubercle  bacilli.  The  cases  were  followed  up  with  the  result  that 
the  affected  cows  were  surrendered  and  destroyed. 

Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1919. 

On  page  96  is  found  a  statement  of  the  administration  of  the  Milk 
(Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1919,  with  details  as  to  the  quantity  of 
milk  supplied  to  infants  and  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  in 
necessitous  cases,  either  free  or  at  less  than  cost  price. 
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B.  MEAT,  &c. 

There  are  23  Slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough  to  which  588  visits  of 
inspection  have  been  made,  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  serve  notices 
for  defects. 

There  is  no  Public  Abattoir  in  the  Borough.  Inspection  is  carried  out 
by  the  Food  Inspectors  at  the  private  slaughter-houses. 

The  various  shops  where  food  is  stored,  premises  where  sausages,  etc  , 
are  made,  and  the  Market,  have  been  regularly  visited.  The  following 
is  a  summary  of  the  unsound  food  dealt  with  by  your  Inspector  and  sub¬

D.  CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  FOOD. 


Chemical  Analysis  of  samples  of  food-stuffs  taken  by  your  Food  Inspectors 
is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport, 
Mr.  William  Marshall,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  at  his  laboratory  at  Ladybrook  Road, 
Cheadle  Hulme.  Bacteriological  Examination  of  samples  of  food-stuffs  is 
carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  York  Place,  Manchester. 

During  the  year  Mr.  Marshall  has  carried  out  his  duties  in  a  highly 
satisfactory  manner,  and  his  reports  of  the  analyses  of  samples  submitted 
to  him  have  been  promptly  and  accurately  prepared.  The  work  carried 
out  on  our  behalf  by  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Manchester 
has  been  of  the  high  standard  we  have  been  taught  to  expect  from  that 
Institution. 

E.  NUTRITION. 

The  dissemination  of  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  nutrition  has  been 
confined  to  the  work  among  mothers  at  the  Ante -Natal  Clinics  and  Child 
Welfare  Centres,  and  to  the  Hygiene  Lectures  in  the  Public  Elementary

Infectious  Diseases  and 

Hospitals. 
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Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over.  Infectious  Disease. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  to  your  Medics 
Officer  of  Health  during  1931  was  621,  as  compared  with  673  durir 
the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  under  review,  no  cases  of  Small-pox  were  notified,  al 
was  the  case  the  previous  year.  Notifications  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Feve 
numbered  157  for  1931,  as  compared  with  147  for  1930.  The  reductio: 
in  the  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  all  parts  of  the  Borough  has  bee 
maintained  during  the  period  under  review  and  the  disease  continue 
to  be  of  mild  type.  Mild  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  make  the  won 
of  control  of  an  epidemic  most  difficult.  Many  of  the  patients  suffered 
so  little  inconvenience  at  the  onset  of  the  illness  that  they  were  not  cor 
fined  to  bed  nor  did  they  seek  medical  aid  until  several  weeks  had  elapse* 
and  desquamation  had  commenced.  r 

Notifications  of  Diphtheria  during  1931  numbered  185  as  compare  i 
with  104  in  1926,  109  in  1927,  189  in  1928,  250  in  1929,  and  234  in  1930 

Of  the  157  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified,  141,  or  90  per  cent  wer<- 
removed  for  isolation  and  treatment  to  your  Isolation  Hospital  at  Chern 

Iree  Lane,  Stockport.  (Including  one  case  treated  at  Whalley  Range 
Manchester).  •  & 

Of  the  185  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified,  177,  or  96  per  cent.,  were  isolateo 
and  treated  m  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  services  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  have  been  available  for 
purposes  of  consultation  upon  doubtful  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  and 

daiing  the  period  under  review  he  has  seen  numerous  cases  in  consultation 
with  his  medical  colleagues.

Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  twelve  months  under  review  157  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified  to  your  Health  Department.  Fortunately  most  of  the  cases 
were  of  mild  type.  Many  of  the  cases  were  so  mild,  and  the  initial  symptoms 
were  so  slight,  that  the  illness  was  considered  to  be  of  a  trivial  nature. 
It  was  only  on  the  occurrence  of  desquamation  that  Scarlet  Fever  was 
suspected  and  medical  aid  sought. 

The  foregoing  chart  illustrates  the  recurrence  of  periods  of  epidemic 
prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  intervals  of  five  or  six  years. 

The  figure  of  157  cases  in  1931  shews  an  increase  of  ten  cases  over  the 
figure  for  1930.

Of  these  cases,  24  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  and  36  of  Acute  Influenzal 
Pneumonia  proved  fatal. 

Malaria  and  Dysentery. 

No  information  reached  the  Department  as  to  the  occurrence  of  fresh 
cases  of  Malaria  or  Dysentery  during  1931. 

Tuberculosis. 

During  1931,  168  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  ;  of 
these  93  were  males  and  75  females. 

51  cases  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  same 
period,  25  males  and  26  females.  (See  special  section). 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  as  compared  with  four  cases  in  1930. 
A  special  report  was  received  from  the  Doctor  in  attendance  upon  this 
case. 

Cereforo-Spinal  Meningitis. 

Two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  1931,  one  proving  fatal. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  two  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  1931,  one  proving 
fatal. 
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Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

These  diseases  are  not  compulsorily  notifiable  within  the  County 
Borough  of  Stockport,  but  information  as  to  the  occurrence  of  cases  is 
obtained  from  the  School  Medical  Officers,  School  Nurses,  Attendance 
Officers,  Parents,  and  from  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  course  of  their 
district  visitations. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  are  really  serious  diseases  of  childhood 
because  of  the  tendency  for  the  occurrence  of  complications  affecting  the 
respiratory  organs,  e.g.,  Bronchitis,  Broncho-Pneumonia,  and  Pneumonia. 

During  the  year  no  deaths  were  ascribed  to  Measles  and  3  to  Whooping 
Cough.  Cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  are  visited  and  the  parents 
are  advised  as  to  the  need  for  medical  assistance  and  as  to  measures  for 
the  prevention  of  complications. 

Bacteriological  Examinations. 

The  routine  Bacteriological  work  is  carried  out  at  the  Stockport 
Infirmary  Pathological  Department,  under  arrangements  made  by  your 
Health  Committee  with  the  Infirmary  Board,  and  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  York  Place,  Manchester.

Tuberculosis* 

Notification  of  Tuberculosis. 

219  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  243  in  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  219  cases  thus  notified  168  were  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  I 
Lungs  and  51  were  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  were  3  cases  of  Tuberculosis  which  ended 
fatally,  which  had  not  been  notified  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health 
(Tuberculosis)  Regulations.  The  ratio  of  deaths  of  non-notified  cases  to 
total  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  was  one  in  thirty-nine.  In  these  non- 
notified  cases  the  attention  of  the  Medical  Practitioner  in  attendance 
was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations 
had  not  been  complied  with. 

. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  during  the  year 
was  118  as  compared  with  90  in  the  previous  year,  giving  a  death-rate 
of  0.93  per  thousand  of  the  population.

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 


Of  the  168  cases  notified,  84  occurred  between  the  ages  of  20  and  45 
years,  43  were  over  45  years  of  age,  19  were  between  the  ages  of  15  and 
20,  and  22  cases  were  under  15  years  of  age.  There  were  105  deaths  during 
the  year  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  as  compared  with  76  in  1930,

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and  105  in  1929.  Of  these  105  fatal  cases,  62  were  males  and  43  females. 
The  death-rate  was  .83  per  1,000  of  the  population  ;  the  rate  for  1930 
was  .59. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  1931 
was  105.  Of  these  deaths,  44  occurred  at  home,  and  61  in  Institutions  of 
various  kinds.  85  of  the  fatal  cases  were  on  the  Dispensary  Register.

From  the  foregoing  table  it  will  be  noted  that  35  patients  or  33.3  per 
cent,  died  within  3  months  of  notification,  as  compared  with  37  or  50  per 
cent,  in  1930.  This  considerable  per  cent,  decrease  is  nullified  by  the 
considerable  increase  in  the  mortality  rate,  .83  per  1,000  in  1931,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  .59  in  1930  and  .82  in  1929.  The  considerable  fall  in  mortality 
for  1930  was  thus,  unfortunately,  a  fleeting  phenomenon,  and  there  is 
still  every  reason  for  continued  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Public  Health 
Staff,  to  attempt  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  the  disease,  especially  in  the 
direction  of  preventive  measures.  Certain  measures  have  already  been 
adopted.  A  particularly  disquieting  feature  is  the  frequency  of  the  acute 
type  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  amongst  the  young  adults,  yet  this  section 
of  the  community  is  most  reluctant  in  coming  forward  for  routine  Medical 
Examination  when  requested. 

The  question  of  bad  housing  conditions  is  intimately  bound  up  in  that  of 
Tuberculosis. 

Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

51  cases  of  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year, 
25  in  males  and  26  in  females. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  13  as 
compared  with  14  in  1930.  The  death-rate  was  therefore  .10  per  1,000 
of  the  population  in  1931,  .11  in  1930,  .13  in  1929,  .14  in  1928,  .22  in  1927, 
and  .18  in  1926. 

9  of  the  fatal  cases  were  amongst  children  under  15  years  of  age. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 

No  action  was  taken  during  1931  under  these  Regulations  which  relate 
to  tuberculous  employees  in  the  Milk  Trade.

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Treatment  of  Tuberculosis* 

{The  following  notes  are  contributed  by  Dr.  E.  Ratner, 

Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer). 

Each  notified  case  of  Tuberculosis  is  visited  shortly  after  the  receiptl 
of  notification,  by  one  of  the  Health  Visitors,  and  a  comprehensive  inquiry 
made  into  the  home  conditions  of  each  patient.  These  visits  are  repeated! 
every  three  months,  so  long  as  the  patient  remains  on  the  register,  in  order 
that  continuous  supervision  may  be  exercised  and  appropriate  advice  ass 
to  prevention  given. 

Altogether  during  1931,  2,513  visits  were  made. 

All  reports  are  scrutinised  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  necessary 
action  taken  when  required. 


The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

As  soon  as  the  Initial  Report  reaches  the  Dispensary  arrangements  are 
made  to  see  the  patient  either  at  the  Dispensary  or  at  Home,  unless  there 
are  reasons  to  the  contrary.  A  considerable  proportion  of  patients  are 
seen  before  notification  at  the  Doctor’s  request,  or  are  discovered  amongst 
Contacts. 


During  1931,  605  persons  were  examined  for  the  first  time  in  connection 
with  Dispensary  work,  i.e.,  Notified  Cases,  Suspected  Cases  and  Contacts,

Amongst  definitely  Tuberculosis  patients,  10  cases  occurred  in  ex-Soldiers. 

Every  attempt  is  being  made  for  accurate  diagnosis  and  the  examination 
of  suspected,  doubtful,  or  obscure  cases,  is  definitely  welcomed. 

More  use  is  being  made  of  X-Ray  examinations,  not  because  these  pro¬ 
vide  a  convenient  short  cut  for  precise  diagnosis,  which  is  often  not  the 
case,  but  to  safeguard  oneself  and  the  patient  against  any  possible  omission. 
X-Rays  are  resorted  to  after  a  complete  clinical  examination  has  been  made. 
The  diagnosis  then  is  based  on  the  sum -total  of  all  the  findings.  The 
absence  of  an  X-Ray  apparatus  on  the  premises,  which  could  be  operated 
by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  is  a  definite  handicap. 

The  Dispensary  buildings,  though  conveniently  situated,  are  too  small 
for  the  work  and  the  absence  of  dressing  rooms  for  patients,  a  defect  w  hich 
cannot  be  remedied  owing  to  lack  of  space,  is  a  great  disadvantage. 
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Bacteriological  Examinations  of  Sputa. 

These  are  received  from  the  Family  Doctors,  Whitehill  Hospital,  Stepping 
Hill  Hospital,  and  the  Dispensary. 

Total  number  :  541  ;  Positive  :  121  ;  Negative  :  420. 

Hospitals,  Sanatoria,  etc. 

The  available  accommodation  in  various  Sanatoria,  has  been  fully  utilised. 
Owing  to  the  partial  closure  of  Whitehill  Hospital  for  nearly  five  months, 
especial  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  connection  with  Women  patients, 
as  it  was  difficult  to  find  extra  accommodation  elsewhere. 

The  demand  for  Orthopaedic  beds  at  the  Shropshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital 
has  been  more  easily  satisfied  than  in  previous  years. 

During  the  year  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  visited  the  more  important 
Institutions  where  Stockport  patients  receive  residential  treatment,  and 
full  reports  have  been  presented  to  the  Health  Committee,  on  the  arrange¬ 
ments  and  work  of  each. 

In  June,  1931,  the  Public  Health  Committee  paid  a  visit  to  the  East 
Lancashire  Tuberculosis  Colony  and  Sanatorium,  and  were  conducted  over 
the  Institution  by  Dr.  L.  Sandiland,  The  Medical  Superintendent.  As  a 
result  of  this  visit,  it  has  been  decided  to  make  fuller  use  of  this  very  excellent 
Sanatorium. 

No  adequate  arrangements  were  in  existence  for  the  treatment  of  Children 
with  open  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  to  remedy  this,  two  children  have 
been  sent  to  the  Dr.  Garrett  Memorial  Home,  Conway. 

There  has  been  closer  co-operation  between  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and 
the  Staff  of  Stepping  Hill  Hospital,  and  many  visits  have  been  paid  during 
the  year  to  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  for  the  purpose  of  examining  already 
notified  cases,  as  well  as  for  consultations.  It  would  appear  desirable, 
both  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  patient,  as  well  as  for  administrative 
convenience,  if  still  closer  co-operation  were  effected.

Whitehill  Hospital. 

The  most  important  event  at  Whitehill  was  the  erection  of  a  verandah 
at  the  Male  block,  and  the  decoration  of  the  Hospital  throughout.  This 
work  was  begun  in  August  and  only  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  we  able 
to  re-open  the  Hospital  fully.  During  the  period  work  was  carried  out 
we  were  able  to  keep  one  ward  open  for  Women  patients. 

The  verandah  is  sufficiently  broad  to  take  six  beds,  which  can  be  wheeled 
in  from  the  wards,  through  two  doors,  which  were  specially  made.  The 
colour  scheme  in  all  wards  has  been  devised  with  the  view  to  being  restfu 
to  the  eye,  and  to  reflect  the  maximum  amount  of  light.  These  alterations 
should  benefit  the  patients,  and  it  is  hoped  that  greater  use  will  be  made 
of  the  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  refuses  no  Tubercular  patients,  in  other  words,  advanced; 
cases  are  taken,  and  the  Death  Rate  is  therefore  high.  This  has  a  dis 
advantage,  because  the  high  proportion  of  seriously  ill  people  has  a  depress 
ing  effect  on  the  others. 

The  frequent  objection  made,  that  a  severe  form  of  Tuberculosis  can  be 
contracted  there,  by  a  patient  in  the  early  stage  of  the  malady,  is  not 
founded  on  facts,  and  is  not  corroborated,  either  by  my  own,  or  other 
physicians’  experience. 

Apart  from  routine  treatment,  one  has  continued  to  treat  selected  cases 
by  various  special  forms  of  Therapy. 

Sanocrysin  has  been  used  in  three  cases,  Benzyl  Cinnamic  Ester  given  in 
4,  Artificial  Pneumothorax  treatment  was  induced  in  4  cases,  and  been 
continued  in  4,  which  were  begun  elsewhere. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  21  patients  were  in  Hospital  and  9  were 
in  on  the  31st  December,  1931.  The  low  number  is  explained  by  the  fact 
that  the  Hospital  was  fully  re-opened  early  in  January. 

During  the  year  20  men  and  37  women  were  discharged,  of  this  number 
14  ended  fatally. 

The  routine  work  of  Whitehill  Hospital  has  been  ably  carried  out  during 
the  year  by  all  members  of  the  Staff. 

During  the  year,  the  Members  of  your  Sanatoria  Sub-Committee  paid: 
several  visits  to  Whitehill  Hospital  and  expressed  themselves  as  highly 
satisfied  with  the  arrangements  made  for  the  comfort  and  treatment  of 
the  patients.

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Contacts. 

Your  Health  Visitors,  when  visiting  the  homes  of  patients  suffering  from: 
Tuberculosis,  make  enquiries  as  to  the  number  of  Contacts  in  the  family,, 
their  ages  and  their  general  state  of  health.  Facilities  are  offered  whereby 
Contacts  can  attend  the  Dispensary  for  examination  by  the  Clinical  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officer,  and,  when  necessary,  these  cases  are  kept  under  observa¬ 
tion  at  the  Dispensary.  Patients  and  their  families  are  beginning  to  realise 
the  importance  of  this  examination,  and  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  an! 
increasing  number  who  will  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  provided  for 
them. 

During  the  year  189  Contacts  were  examined,  among  whom  8  definite 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  discovered. 

Dental  Treatment. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  your  Council  with  the  Authorities  of 
the  Meathop  Sanatorium  for  Dental  Treatment  to  be  available  for  Stockport 
patients  in  that  Institution.  Financial  assistance  has  been  given  by  your 
Health  Committee  for  Dental  Treatment  of  Stockport  patients  when  recom¬ 
mended  by  your  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

After-care. 

No  special  organisation  exists  locally  for  finding  employment  for  patients, 
nor  are  any  arrangements  in  force  for  the  supply  and  supervision  of  shelters 
at  the  homes  of  patients. 

During  the  year  your  Parks  Committee  continued  to  employ  a  certain 
number  of  disabled  men  as  Attendants,  etc.,  in  the  Public  Parks,  and  a 
number  of  the  positions  were  alio  ted  to  Tuberculous  men.  Your  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officer  renders  every  assistance  in  examining  and  selecting  suitable 
candidates  for  these  positions,  which  have  been  of  real  value  to  the  successful 
applicants. 

Your  Health  Committee  is  grateful  to  your  Parks  Committee,  and 
especially  to  the  Chairman  (Councillor  Gosling),  and  to  the  Parks  Superin¬ 
tendent  (Mr.  Morgan),  for  their  kindly  action  and  for  their  personal  interest 
in  the  men. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

The  arrangements  existing  in  the  previous  year  whereby  cases  of  crippling 
due  to  Tuberculosis  are  treated  at  the  Orthopaedic  Department  of  the 
Stockport  Infirmary  have  been  continued  during  1931. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  of  this  Department  during 
1931  : —

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Cases  recommended  by  your  Tuberculosis  Officer  are  dealt  with  at  the 
Stockport  Infirmary  by  Mr.  E.  S.  Brentnall,  Hon.  Orthopaedic  Surgeon, 
and  the  administrative  arrangements  have  been  made  by  Mr.  Pearce, 
Secretary-Superintendent  of  the  Infirmary. 

In  connection  with  the  scheme  valuable  financial  assistance  has  been 
given  by  the  Trustees  of  the  late  Miss  Maria  Leigh  in  defraying  the  whole 
or  part  of  the  cost  of  surgical  appliances  in  necessitous  cases. 

Patients  requiring  prolonged  Hospital  treatment  have  been  sent  to  the 
Shropshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital  at  Oswestry,  when  beds  have  been  avail¬ 
able,  and  in  this  connection  I  have  to  thank  the  Trustees  of  the  George 
Fearn  Trust  for  financial  assistance  in  certain  cases  which  have  been 
referred  to  them. 

Ultra  Violet  Light  Treatment. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  under  the  Orthopaedic  Scheme  at  Stock- 
port  Infirmary  for  cases  recommended  by  your  Tuberculosis  Officers  to 
receive  this  special  form  of  treatment  at  a  charge  of  1/6  per  treatment. 
The  treatment  is  under  the  supervision  of  a  Medical  Officer  with  special 
experience  in  this  work — a  necessary  precaution  in  view  of  the  weakly  and 
debilitated  condition  of  some  of  the  patients  recommended  from  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Dispensary. 

Extra  Nourishment. 

There  has  been  a  greater  call  on  the  provision  of  extra  milk,  than  in  the 
previous  years.  The  reason  for  this  is  obvious. 

Housing. 

The  Housing  conditions  of  many  patients  who  have  been  visited  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  are  deplorable.  It  may  be  perhaps  far-fetched  to  say 
that  the  abolition  of  slums  would  abolish  Tuberculosis.  There  is  little 
doubt,  however,  that  poor  housing  and  especially  over-crowding  play  a 
definite  and  important  part  in  the  spread  of  Tuberculosis.  It  is  impossible 
to  insist  on  a  separate  room  for  the  patient,  it  is  unfortunately  frequently 
impossible  to  insist  on  a  separate  bed. 

Co-operation  with  other  Services  has  been  maintained  and  extended. 
Especially  close  is  it  with  the  School  Clinic,  who  refer  to  the  Dispensary  a 
constant  and  unabating  stream  of  children,  and  who  in  return,  accommodate 
many  children  at  the  Longfield  Open-Air  School.  This  work  in  close  relation 
with  the  School  Medical  Services,  promises  to  yield  good  results  in  the 
future.  Equally  valuable  is  the  close  co-operation  existing  between  the 
Dispensary  and  the  Orthopaedic  Department  of  the  Stockport  Infirmary, 
and  we  owe  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  E.  S.  Brentnall,  the  Hon. 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  for  his  skilful  and  patient  treatment  of  our  patients 
and  invaluable  advice. 

The  Family  Doctor  or  General  Practitioner  is  and  will  remain  the  main¬ 
spring  of  every  Medical  Scheme.  Without  him  the  work  of  the  Dispensary 
would  be  futile,  and  it  is  seldom  his  fault,  when  advanced  cases  are  seen 

for  the  first  time. 
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The  main  function  of  a  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  diagnosis  and  general 
supervision  of  the  patients,  the  detailed  treatment  still  remains  in  the  handsi- 
of  the  Family  Doctor.  It  is  unfortunate  that  many  patients  are  compelled 
to  seek  public  treatment,  because  of  their  poor  circumstances.  Many  of 
these,  however,  would  seek  treatment  in  general  Hospitals,  for  the  same 
reasons  as  they  attend  the  Dispensary  at  present.  The  main  reason, 
however,  for  the  advanced  case  coming  to  the  Dispensary,  is  not  the  care¬ 
lessness  of  the  Family  Doc  toy  but  the  carelessness  of  the  general  public. 
With  the  extreme  care  which  is  taken  for  accurate  diagnosis,  there  is  little 
danger  of  finding  Tuberculosis  where  it  does  not  exist,  and  if  adequate 
measures  are  taken,  the  patient  is  given  a  far  better  chance  of  recovery, 
than  if  things  were  allowed  to  slide.  It  would  be  wiser  and  certainly  more 
rational  to  consult  the  Family  Doctor  and  go,  if  the  Doctor  thinks  fit,  to 
the  Dispensary,  than  to  place  one’s  faith  in  the  neighbour’s  advice,  however 
friendly,  or  to  resort  to  patent  medicines,  which  may  mask  the  symptoms, 
thus  giving  a  sense  of  false  security.

The  scheme *  in  operation  during  1931,  was  as  is  outlined  in  the 
Report  for  1930,  page  98. 

460  persons,  of  whom  298  were  males  and  162  females,  attended  for 
treatment  during  the  year,  making  a  total  number  of  attendances  of 
7,364,  compared  with  502,  339,163  and  7,071  respectively  in  1930. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  57  new  Stockport  patients  attended  approved 

iJefn-ont  Centres  m  other  towns,  making  a  total  number  of  attendances 
ot  1,052. 

During  the  year  714  specimens  of  blood  in  respect  of  Stockport  patients 
were  examined  for  the  Wassermann  Reaction  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Manchester,  and  elsewhere. 

172  examinations  for  the  detection  of  Gonococci  were  made  at  the  Borough 
lspensary  ;  and  36  for  the  detection  of  Gonococci,  in  respect  of  Stockport 
patients,  were  carried  out  at  other  Centres.  1

The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  these  diseases  appear 
to  be  adequate  and  patients  continue  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities 
offered.  The  co-operation  of  the  members  of  the  Medical  Profession  in 
the  town  is  sought  by  your  Staff  and  assistance  in  the  diagnosis  and  treat¬ 
ment  of  cases  referred  to  your  Medical  Officers  is  readily  given  to  the 
Practitioners  concerned. 

Apart  from  the  Medical  Staffs  at  the  Stockport  Infirmary  and  the  Poor 
Law  Infirmary  there  are  five  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  town  qualified 
to  receive  free  supplies  of  Arsenobenzol  Compounds. 

No  action  was  taken  during  1931  under  the  Venereal  Diseases  Act,  1917. 
Propaganda. 

Your  Council  contributes  annually  to  the  British  Social  Hygiene  Council, 
which  is  the  Central  Organisation  for  the  many  and  varied  activities  in 
connection  with  propaganda  on  the  subject  of  Venereal  Disease.  Publicity 
has  been  given  local!}7  in  the  Press  and  by  correspondence  as  to  the  times 
etc.,  of  the  Clinics.

There  has  been  throughout  1931  steady  progress  in  all  branches  of  the 
Service,  and  while  no  extensions  have  been  made,  such  as  additional  Clinics 
(except  as  shewn  below)  it  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  there  has  been  a 
still  further  increase  in  the  number  of  attendances  at  the  various  Centres. 

The  only  new  service  has  been  provided  by  the  Voluntary  Committee 
for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  who  opened  an  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic 
in  October,  a  very  welcome  extension  of  the  Child  Welfare  Services  of  the 
town.

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Notification  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia 
Regulations  1926  and  1928,  64  notifications  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  9 
notifications  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  received  in  respect  of  a  similar  number 
of  cases. 

Six  of  the  nine  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  confined  in  their  own  homes. 
Of  the  three  cases  confined  in  Hospital  one  died.  Of  the  six  cases  confined 
at  home  three  were  removed  to  Hospital  and  one  died. 

Of  the  64  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  45  cases  were  born  in  Hospital, 
two  were  bom  in  Nursing  Homes,  and  17  were  born  at  home.  Of  those 
born  at  home  6  were  removed  to  Hospital.  One  of  the  cases  confined  in 
the  Nursing  Home  died.

Tin  large  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
would  not  appear  to  be  due  to  increased  incidence  of  Pyrexia,  but  rather 
to  increasing  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  General  Practitioner  in  notify¬ 
ing  all  cases  of  rise  of  temperature  in  parturient  women. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

During  1931,  11  notifications  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  received 
under  the  Public  Health  (Ophthalmia  Neonatorum)  Amendment  Regula¬ 
tions,  1928.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  8  cases  as  compared  with  1930.  All 
these  cases  remained  at  home  and  were  visited  and  treated  by  the 
District  Nurses  from  the  Barnsley  Home.  They  all  made  satisfactory 
recoveries.

Pemphigus  Neonatorum.

THE  WORK  OF  THE  HEALTH  VISITORS. 

The  Health  Visiting  Staff  consists  of  one  Superintendent  and  seven 
Health  Visitors.  In  addition  to  the  routine  work  of  Health  Visiting  the 
nurses  undertake  all  the  home  visiting  required  under  the  Tuberculosis 
scheme,  visit  cases  of  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  in  school  children, 
act  as  Infant  Life  Protection  Visitors,  and  inspect  the  premises  of  female 
outworkers.  Lectures  in  Infant  Hygiene  are  also  given  by  them  to  senior 
girls  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Home  Visiting. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  during  the  year  was  22,869 — a  reduction 
of  1,429  visits  as  compared  with  1930. 

The  homes  of  all  babies  are  visited  on  receipt  of  the  notification  of  birth. 
In  all,  10,805  visits  to  children  under  twelve  months  were  paid  in  1931, 
and  of  these,  1,732  were  first  visits  and  9,073  were  revisits. 
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Expectant  mothers  are  also  visited,  but  the  amount  of  work  done  in  this 
direction  is  comparatively  small  owing  to  the  thorough  manner  in  which 
most  of  the  Midwives  undertake  the  ante-natal  care  of  their  patients.  In 
all,  377  visits  were  paid  to  expectant  mothers,  127  being  first  visits  and  250 
revisits.  These  visits  were  mainly  to  those  mothers  who  had  failed  to  keep 
their  appointments  at  the  Ante -Natal  Clinics,  and  also  to  those  who  were 
receiving  no  ante-natal  care  of  any  kind. 

The  official  scheme  of  visiting  for  the  Health  Visitors,  apart  from  visits 
for  cases  of  urgency,  e.g.,  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum, 
Infantile  or  Maternal  Deaths,  etc.,  is  as  follows  : — 

First  visits  to  Births  :  Within  10  days. 

Revisits  to  Infants  :  At  end  of  2  weeks,  1,  3,  6,  9  and  12  months. 

Visits  to  Toddlers  :  At  end  of  18  months,  2,  3,  4  years  and  4  years  and 

9  months. 

Visits  to  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis  :  Within  48  hours. 

Revisits  to  cases  of  Tuberculosis  :  In  3,  6,  9  and  12  months,  or  as  required 
by  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

During  the  year  8,136  visits  were  paid  to  toddlers,  i.e.,  children  between 
the  ages  of  one  and  five  years.  This  shows  an  increase  on  the  number  of 
visits  paid  in  1930.  The  number  of  toddlers  on  the  roll  of  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  is  2,436.  The  estimated  number  of  toddlers  for  1931  is  6,362. 
The  Health  Visitors  paid  approximately  one  visit  per  toddler  during  the 
year.  These  figures  show  quite  conclusively  that  the  problem  of  the  toddler 
is  still  being  inadequately  dealt  with  in  the  town.  It  is  impossible  at  the 
moment  to  make  any  further  advance  in  this  direction  without  at  least 
additional  clerical  assistance.  Should  this  be  forthcoming  it  would  be 
possible  to  release  a  nurse  and  thus  increase  the  number  of  home  visits 
to  toddlers,  although  not  much  in  the  way  of  toddlers  clinics  could  be 
undertaken  without  additional  medical  staff.  At  this  time  that  is,  of  course, 
out  of  the  question. 

Infant  Life  Protection. 

The  Health  Visitors  are  Infant  Life  Protection  Visitors  under  the  Act. 
During  the  year  176  visits  were  paid  to  56  boarded  out  children.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

No  new  sessions  were  commenced  in  1931  and  the  time  table  of  Clinics 
remains  the  same  as  in  1930  (see  1930  report,  page  110).  The  work  at 
the  existing  Centres  increased  considerably  and  at  some  of  them  the  pressure 
of  work  is  very  considerable  and  calls  for  further  expansion.  This  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  the  number  of  weighings  increased  from  19,681  in  1930, 
to  24,562  in  1931. 


Child  Welfare  Cisnses. 

The  number  of  new  cases  entered  on  the  registers  of  the  various  Centres 
in  1931  remains  at  much  the  same  level  as  in  1930.  Any  increase  in  this 
direction  is  necessarily  limited  until  new  districts  at  present  too  far  away 
from  existing  Welfare  Centres  are  tapped.  Such  districts  are  Great  Moor, 
Heaton  Mersey  and  Adswood.  That  the  importance  of  regular  attendance 
at  a  Welfare  Centre  is  becoming  more  and  more  recognised  by  the  mothers 
of  the  town  is  shown  by  the  great  increase  in  the  total  number  of  weighings, 
i.e.,  from  19,681  in  1930,  to  24,562  in  1931.  The  weighings  at  Edgeley 
Welfare  Centre  have  been  doubled.  In  1930,  there  were  3,536  weighings, 
and  in  1931,  7,374  weighings  at  this  Centre.  The  pressure  on  the  staff 
here  is  very  great,  and  there  is  already  more  than  sufficient  work  for  an 
additionaljsession.

No  treatment  is  carried  out  at  any  of  the  Clinics,  any  children  requiring 
treatment  being  referred  to  their  own  Doctors.  One  Health  Visitor  at  each 
session  is  fully  occupied  in  clerical  duties  which  do  not  permit  of  health 
talks  being  given  to  groups  of  mothers  at  the  Clinics.  It  is  hoped  that 
when  additional  clerical  assistance  is  provided  it  may  be  possible  to  do  this. 


Massage. 

Children  suffering  from  a  slight  degree  of  Rickets  and  other  minor  con- 

ntri0nV are  referred  the  Medical  Officers  at  the  Centres  to  the  Masseuse 
(Miss  Potts)  at  Churchgate  House.  Cases  referred  for  that  purpose  attend 
by  appointment  on  Monday  and  Friday  mornings  and  Tuesday  afternoons. 
1,351  attendances  were  made  by  children  at  this  Clinic  during  1931. 


Sunlight  Clinic.

Mothercraft  Classes  are  held  at  these  Clinics,  where  talks  on  health 
subjects  are  given  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

The  Committee  might  usefully  consider  the  establishment  of  an  Ante- 
Natal  Clinic  at  the  present  Welfare  Centre  at  Reddish.  Three  Midwives 
are  now  established  in  this  area  and  many  patients  find  the  journey  to  the 
Portwood  Centre  too  long  and  tiring  as  well  as  too  expensive. 

Mothercraft  Classes. 

These  Classes  are  run  by  the  Voluntary  Committee  in  co-operation  with 
the  staff  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department.  Two  classes  are 
held  at  Churchgate  House,  one  on  Wednesday  afternoon  for  the  mothers 
attending  Edgeley  Welfare  Centre  and  one  on  Thursday  afternoon  for  those 
attending  the  Churchgate  Welfare  Centre.  The  Class  at  Portwood  Welfare 
Centre  was  discontinued  through  lack  of  support,  and  in  its  place  a  Class 
was  commenced  at  Reddish  on  Tuesday  afternoons  for  mothers  attending 
that  Centre. 

All  these  Classes  are  well  supported  but  there  is  still  room  for  a  great  deal 
of  expansion.  Mothers  attending  these  Classes  find  them  very  enjoyable 
and  useful.  They  are  relieved  of  the  care  of  their  children  for  the  afternoon 
and  are  able  to  give  their  undivided  attention  to  the  instructions  given 
them  in  the  Class.  Members  of  the  Voluntary  Committee  look  after  the 
infants  and  toddlers  in  the  adjoining  nurseries.  Instruction  in  dressmaking, 
sewing,  and  cookery,  is  given  by  qualified  people,  and  Lectures  on  various 
health  matters  are  given  from  time  to  time. 

At  the  close  of  the  session  the  usual  competitions  in  cookery  and  dress¬ 
making  were  held. 

Reference  to  the  Mothercraft  Classes  held  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  has 
already  been  made  under  that  heading. 

Stockport  Voluntary  Committee  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Throughout  the  year  the  members  of  this  Committee  have  continued  to 
render  valuable  assistance,  financial  and  otherwise,  in  all  branches  of  the 
work.  The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  is  also  Secretary  of  the  Voluntary 
Committee  and  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  for  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  is  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Close  co-operation  is 
thus  maintained  between  both  branches  of  the  work.  Of  the  93  helpers 
actively  engaged  in  this  work,  31  assisted  in  the  clerical  work  and  11  served 
teas  at  the  Clinics.  39  assisted  at  the  Mothercraft  Classes  and  12  at  the 

Sewing  Class. 
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Milk  (Mothers  and  Children)  Order,  1919. 

Under  this  Order  350  cases  were  dealt  with  in  1931.  A  Snb-Committee 
(see  page  3)  reviews  the  cases  after  enquiry  has  been  made  into  the  family 
circumstances  by  the  Health  Visitors.

In  addition,  15,485  lbs.  of  dried  milk  was  supplied  at  cost  price  to  mothers 
attending  the  Centres  regularly  with  their  children.  The  total  amount  of 
milk  thus  distributed  free,  at  half-price  and  at  cost  price  was  24,982  lbs. 

Free  supplies  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  Emulsion  are  also  given  in  necessitous 
cases.  The  Voluntary  Committee  deal  with  necessitous  children  between 
the  ages  of  1  and  5  years  following  recommendation  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  the  Centre.  During  1931,  6,197  pints  of  milk  were  supplied  to  47  necessi¬ 
tous  cases  at  an  approximate  cost  of  £70  19s.  3d.

These  included  15  at  the  Union  Hospital,  1  at  the 
Union  Workhouse,  14  at  the  Maternity  Homes,  and  8  Midwives  who  reside 
outside  the  Borough  and  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  within 
the  Borough.

Compensation  was  paid  in  three  cases  to  Midwives  for  loss  of  practice 
caused  by  unavoidable  delay  in  carrying  out  disinfection,  and  in  14  cases 
where  their  patients  were  removed  to  Hospital  for  delivery.  Compensation 
is  only  paid  in  the  latter  instance  where  the  patient  has  previously  attended 
the  Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

Fifty-two  visits  of  inspection  to  Midwives  practising  in  the  town  were 
paid  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  year.  By 
arrangement  the  Cheshire  County  Council  and  the  Manchester  Corporation 
inspect  the  eight  Midwives  residing  outside  the  town,  who  occasionally 
practise  in  this  County  Borough. 

Midwives  were  interviewed  at  the  Town  Hall  on  69  occasions  by  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  one  of  the  Health  Visitors. 

Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927. 

Six  Nursing  Homes  were  on  the  register  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
During  the  year  one  application  for  registration  of  a  new  Home  was  received, 
and  after  inspection  this  application  was  granted.  All  the  Nursing  Homes 
were  inspected  during  the  year. 

MILE  END  HALL  MATERNITY  HOSPITAL. 

The  numbers  of  beds  provided  at  this  Hospital  is  16,  with  2  additional 
beds  for  isolation. 

Fees  range  from  30/  -  per  week  to  5  guineas  per  week  for  Stockport  resi¬ 
dents  and  are  fixed  according  to  scale  of  charges  agreed  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee.  Residents  outside  the  Borough  are  charged  from  5  to  6  guineas. 

The  Hospital  is  recognised  by  the  Central  Midwives  Board  as  a  training 
school  for  Midwives.  The  district  training  of  the  Nurses  is  undertaken  by 
Nurse  Barr  at  No.  1,  Caistor  Street,  Stockport.  During  the  year  Nurse 
C4.  Smith,  of  Shaw  Heath,  was  recognised  by  the  Board  as  an  additional 

teacher  for  this  purpose.
